The Falmouth City Council discussed the 
ongoing revision of Falmouth’s Animal Control 
Ordinance. Mayor Mark Hart recommended that 
the council adopt the county’s vicious dog ordi¬ 
nance replacing Falmouth’s ban on Pit Bulls. 
The mayor explained that the switch would be 
more practical and less expensive in application. 

Citizens Barry Ammerman and Shawn Hays- 
lette addressed Mayor Hart and the council sup¬ 
porting the addition of urban chicken keeping to 
the newly reconstructed city animal control 
ordinance. 

A motion was made that the new ordinance 
should forbid the keeping of chickens inside city 
limits, with the exception of student projects, 
such as 4-H or Boy Scouts. The motion was 
given a second and a roll call vote was taken: 
Ernie Richie - (Yes), Gary Askin - (Yes), Mary 
Ann Pittman - (No), Ron Stinson - (No), Jodie 
Chapman Ramey - (Yes) and Darryl Ammerman 
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Grand Jury indicts seven 

The Pendleton County Grand Jury met on 
July 3,2013 and brought forth seven indictments 
as follows: 

Krystal Dollens, dob 4/21/1988, on charges 
of possession of a controlled substance (heroin) 
in the first degree-first offense. Bail was set at 
$2,500. 

Kurtis Baker, dob 4/06/1993, on charges of 
unlawful transaction with a minor in the first 
degree; unlawful transaction with a minor in the 
second degree; possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance (methamphetamine) in the first degree- 
first offense; possession of marijuana; posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia; and complicity to 
unlawful distribution of a methamphetamine 
precursor-first offense. Bail was set at $5,000. 

Robert Gullion, dob 4/09/1993, on charges of 
unlawful transaction with a minor in the first 
degree; unlawful transaction with a minor in the 
second degree; possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance (methamphetamine) in the first degree- 
second offense; possession of marijuana; pos¬ 
session of drug paraphernalia; and unlawful 
distribution of a methamphetamine precursor- 
first offense. Bail was set at $5,000.

Linda Griffith was sentenced to one year, 
with probation denied at this time, on charges of 
TICS, 1st degree, 1st offense (<10 D.U. drug 
unspecified schedule 1 & 2); TICS, 2nd degree, 
1st offfense (>=20 D.U. drug unspecified sched¬ 
ule 3). 

Christie Hamm was sentenced to four years, 
with probation denied at this time, on charges of 
TICS, 1st degree, 1st offense (>= 10 D.U. drug 
unspecified), two counts; TICS 2nd degree, 1st 
offense (< 20 D.U. drug unspecified schedule 3), 
two counts. 

Raymond Hughes was sentenced to two 
years, with probation denied at this time, on 
charges of TICS, 1st degree, 2nd or > offense 
(>+ 2 grams heroin).

Five family members die in Bracken County fire

Bracken County emergency 
responders spent most of the 
day Saturday sifting through the 
ashes and debris of what had 
been a home to eight people in 
Powersville. 

By the time they were done, 
five bodies had been recovered, 
leaving an adult male survivor 
in University of Cincinnati Hos¬ 
pital and two other survivors 
uninjured. 

Emergency responders were 
called to 3056 Brooksville-Pow- 
ersville Road, shortly before 
2:30 a.m., Saturday, finding the 
two-story home engulfed in 


flames and a grim report that 
there were people trapped 
inside. 

Two family members had 
escaped the flames, while anoth¬ 
er adult was rescued from the 
fire and taken by Air Evac to 
UCH. 

“We have accounted for five 
fatalities, one man injured and 
two who were not injured,” said 
Bracken County Coroner John 
Parker. 

Late Sunday afternoon, 
Parker identified the victims as 
Rani Doss, age 35, and her chil¬ 
dren: Dylan Thomas Eldred, age 
16; Michael Edward Doss, age 


13, Bradley Joseph Doss, age 6; 
and Emily Ann Doss, age 6. 

More than 14 hours were 
spent looking for the victims, 
with the assistance of with 
numerous emergency and civic 
agencies, including deputy cor¬ 
oners, Rob Schweitzer and 
Chris Cummins, the Jefferson 
County Search Dog Associa¬ 
tion, and the American Red 
Cross. 

“The church opened its doors 
to the family and first respond¬ 
ers. This is typical of our com¬ 
munity and I am especially 
proud of how much compassion

was shown by, and for, all involved 
in this solemn task,” Parker said. 

Kentucky State Police, Brack¬ 
en County Sheriff, Kentucky Fire 
Marshal, and arson investigators, 
and investigators from Scott 
County Fire Department are all 
involved in the fire investigation. 

“We are looking at every¬ 
thing,” said KSP spokesperson 
David Jones. 

Until late in the day, police 
were unsure how many bodies to 
expect. 

“There may have been seven 
or more people in the house at 
the time of the fire,” said Jones, 
during a press conference at the 
Bracken County Courthouse, 
“After the initial search and the 
severity of the fire, we ruled out 


there being any more survivors.” 

Progress was cautious because 
of the instability of what remained 
of the home. 

“There is a basement under 
the structure and that, along with 
a large chimney looming over the 
site, makes the search for remains 
more difficult,” Jones said. “We 
have to be concerned about the 
safety of the searchers. They are 
trying to bring in equipment to 
bring down the chimney.” 

The impact on the commu¬ 
nity would be obvious, Jones 
said. 

“This is a small community 
where everyone knows everyone 
else. It is going to be hard on the 
family and the community,” 
Jones said. “It will take a hard 
toll.” 


State Rep. Mike Denham and 
Bracken County Magistrate Scot¬ 
ty Lippert also spent hours at the 
scene offering assistance to the 
family and responders. 

“This is a sad time,” Denham 
said, complimenting firefighters, 
EMS members, police and every¬ 
one who came to help. “It is 
unfathomable how tragic this is.” 

Bracken County EMS also 
responded to the scene, along 
with a Bracken County constable 
who assisted in diverting traffic. 

Fire crews from Brooksville 
and Augusta fire departments 
worked the fire all night. 

According to records, the 
wood-frame home was built in 
the 1950s.

“DANGLING PARTICIPLE” 


I have been blessed by being 
able to experience various profes¬ 
sions in life: I have been a farmer, 
a truck driver, a school teacher, a 
recreation director, an auctioneer, 
a circuit court clerk, an under¬ 
taker’s assistant, and several other 
minor occupations. I have thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed all and have 
learned much. 

I suppose if I had to choose a 
favorite, my most prized profes¬ 
sion would be a teacher. I know 
many current day teachers might 
think I am just blowing off 
steam, but the relationships I 
have had with my students over 
the years have lasted a lifetime. I 
could write volumes about differ¬ 
ent students and events, but in 
this piece my focus is on one. 

I will elaborate on a local 
character whose name is Brian 
Crouch. I have known his entire 
family for generations and think 
highly of them. Brian has been a 
professional sales person for a 
farm machinery company for 
several years. I have purchased 
several tractors and implements 
from him and he has always been 
a quality person in every respect. 

I was Brian’s Junior English 
teacher during the 1980-81 school 
year. He would not ‘set the 
world on fire’ as far as academics 
were concerned, but he was a 
pleasant and good student and a 
joy to know. I wish all my stu¬ 
dents had some of the qualities of 
Brian. 

He was in a vocational pro¬ 
gram where students spent half 
of the day at Harrison County 
Vocational School learning car¬ 
pentry, mechanics, and other 
trades, and returned to Pendleton 
High School for the basic core 
subjects. Female students took 
classes in the medical area and 
spend much time at Harrison 
Memorial Hospital. All students 
received good foundation infor¬ 
mation and all have been success¬ 
ful. 

When the students returned 
from vocational school at noon 
my class was divided in two parts. 
Half of class time was spent 


before lunch; then we would go 
to lunch; and after lunch we 
would finish the last half. This 
schedule was the worst possible 
arrangement for teenage stu¬ 
dents. 

For the first half it would take 
me the biggest part or the class to 
get their attention because they 
were hungry and ready for lunch. 
After lunch all were relaxed and 
my biggest task was to keep them 
awake. 

At this time, English teachers 
had to teach literature, writing, 
and grammar. Grammar was the 
toughest for most students: 
nouns, verbs, adjectives, etc. For 
many students, the finer parts of 
grammar were ‘mind boggling’. 

We happened to be on a part 
of grammar which was very com¬ 
plicated: gerunds, participles, 
and objects of prepositions. 

I will never forget one day 
even though it has been thirty- 
five years ago. We were studying 
these topics before lunch. When 
it came time for lunch all the 
students were happy. 

Brian was walking beside me 
in front of the class heading for 
lunch and he commented, “Mr. 
Sullivan, I don’t know why we 
have to study those of dangling 
participles and, not to end a sen¬ 
tence with a preposition. We will 
never need that ‘stuff’.” 

Even though I secretly agreed 
with him, I replied, “Brian, you 
never know, you might be presi¬ 
dent one day, and you might 
need this information.” 

Over the years when I would 
see Brian, he would always say, 
“Mr. Sullivan, I still haven’t had a 
need for those of dangling parti¬ 
ciples and prepositions!” 

Last year I got a call from a 
laughing Brian Crouch. He said, 
“Mr. Sullivan, I finally under¬ 
stand what a dangling participle 
is and why one should not end a 
sentence with a preposition. If 
you are going to be home, I 
would like to come to your 
house.” 

I said that would be fine, to 
come on out. In about ten min¬ 


utes a big fancy pick-up truck 
came rolling up my driveway 
with a laughing driver. He said, 
“Let’s go in the house, I have 
something to show you! After all 
these years, I now know what 
you were talking about in class!” 

He handed me a paper and 
ask me to read it. Here are the 
contents: 

On his 86th birthday, a man 
got a gift certificate from his 
wife. The certificate paid for a 
visit to a medicine man living on 
a nearby reservation who was 
rumored to have a wonderful 
cure for impotence. 

After being persuaded, he 
drove to the reservation, handed 
his ticket to the medicine man, 
and wondered what he was in for. 

The old man handed a potion 
to him, and with a grip on his 
shoulder, warned, ‘This is a pow¬ 
erful medicine. You take only a 
teaspoonful, and then say ‘1-2-3.’ 
When you do, you will become 
more manly and romantic than 
you have ever been in your life. 

The man was encouraged. As 
he walked away, he turned and 
asked, “How do I stop the medi¬ 
cine from working?”

USDA acreage reporting deadline for FSA 


John W. McCauley, USDA Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
State Executive Director, announced 
an extension of the FSA acreage 
reporting deadline. Farmers and 
landowners have an additional 18 
calendar days to submit their annual 
report of acreage to their local FSA 
county office with the deadline 
extended from Monday, July 15, 
2013, to Friday, Aug. 2, 2013. Only 
the FSA reporting deadline has been 
extended. The acreage reporting 
requirement for crop insurance has 
not changed and remains July 15. 

“We want to ensure our produc¬ 
ers maintain their program benefits 
by filing their reports accurately and 
in a timely manner for all crops and 
land uses, including prevented and 
failed acreage,” said McCauley. 

Accurate acreage reports are nec¬ 
essary to determine and maintain 
eligibility for various programs, such 
as the Direct and Counter-cyclical 
Program (DCP); the Average Crop 


Revenue Election Program (ACRE); 
the Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP); and the Non-insured Crop 
Disaster Assistant Program (NAP). 

Acreage reports for FSA are con¬ 
sidered timely this year when filed at 
the county office by the new appli¬ 
cable final crop reporting deadline of 
Aug. 2, 2013. Producers should con¬ 
tact their county FSA office if they 
are uncertain about reporting dead¬ 
lines. 

While FSA is able to extend its 
deadline, Risk Management Agency 
(RMA) Administrator Brandon Wil¬ 
lis emphasized today that RMA’s 
acreage reporting date remains July 
15, 2013, for most spring planted 
crops in the country. Farmers are 
reminded to report any loss within 
72 hours of discovery to their insur¬ 
ance company. Farmers must report 
prevented planting acreage to their 
insurance company, in writing, with¬ 
in 15 calendar days after the final 
planting date. Losses must be report-

then we found out why; a par¬ 
tially eaten rabbit was in one cor¬ 
ner of the garage. Guess who had 
brought it to Birdie? Like, “Here, 
Sweetheart, Old Eagle, will take 
care of you; eat this delicacy; it’ll 
make you feel better!” 

I recently saw a video on the 
Internet of a dog that discovered a 
pup that had been killed by a car. 
The dog sits for several minutes 
with head bowed over the slain 
pup. Then it begins raking the 
sand over the pup in an obvious 
attempt to bury it. The dog had 
almost completed the burial when 
it sees a chew bone that belonged 
to the pup. It retrieves the bone, 
rakes away some of the sand and 
inserts the bone by the pup. Then 
it resumes the process of complet¬ 
ing the burial. 

Therefore, it is not difficult for 
many dog and cat owners to 
believe that their pets feel death 
poignantly and not altogether dis¬ 
similar from us humans.

Bridge tolls appear likely in Northern Kentucky

In about two months, trans¬ 
portation officials are expected to 
issue a report recommending tolls 
to help pay for the $2.5 billion 
replacement of the Brent Spence 
Bridge, as the Enquirer reported 
last week. 

If this news came as a surprise, 
you haven’t been paying attention 
over the past few years, as the issue 
of tolling has been relentlessly 
debated in both public and politi¬ 
cal spheres. 

Throughout that debate, all 
signs have pointed to tolls as the 
inevitable solution to the problem 
of how to pay for such a massive 
project — building a new structure 
to carry one of the nation’s busiest 
freight routes over the Ohio River 
and reconfiguring the interstate 
corridor leading up to it. 

Many Northern Kentuckians, 
including our 16-member state 
legislative delegation, ardently 
object to tolling the new span. 
They say the south side of the 
Ohio River will bear a dispropor¬ 
tionate share of the cost and the 
negative effects of tolling, espe¬ 
cially Covington. 

They’re right. But that doesn’t 
change the fact that tolls will be 
necessary to get this bridge built. 

Toll opponents say that because 
the Brent Spence is a critical piece 
of the national transportation 
infrastructure, the federal govern¬ 
ment should pay to replace it. 

They’re also right. But that 
doesn’t change the fact that the 
federal government will not be 
swooping in to save the day with a 
big, fat check. 

In 2010, Congress imposed an 
earmark ban upon itself to try and 
combat pork barrel spending. A 
great idea in theory, but one of the 
unintended consequences is that 
Congress is now unable to earmark 
federal transportation dollars for 
specific projects, such as the Brent 
Spence replacement. Instead, each 
state now gets a pool of money to 
allocate as it sees fit. 

And in Frankfort, convincing

138 lawmakers from all corners of 
Kentucky to spend a sizable chunk 
of that money on a Northern Ken¬ 
tucky project is a tough sell even in 
the best of circumstances.

Some toll opponents have sug¬ 
gested waiting to replace the 
bridge until a better funding solu¬ 
tion can be found. But delaying 
the project isn’t a viable solution, 
either. Replacing the Brent Spence 
Bridge isn’t a “want-to,” it’s a 
“need-to.” 

The span will turn 50 years old 
this fall, but it’s been labeled func¬ 
tionally obsolete for more than 
two decades because its lanes are

too narrow, there are no emergen¬ 
cy shoulders, and visibility is poor 
on the northbound lower deck. 

It’s also a safety hazard; in the 
past decade, three men who had 
the bad luck to become stranded 
on the bridge or stopped to help a 
stranded driver were struck and 
killed by other vehicles because 
there are no emergency lanes. 

The Brent Spence carries a 
whopping 4 percent of the nation’s 
gross domestic product each year, 
or more than $400 billion in com¬ 
merce. It’s a vital link in the Inter¬ 
state 75 freight corridor and a 
critical piece of the region’s econo¬ 
my. 

But congestion on the bridge is 
a serious problem. It was designed 
to carry 80,000 vehicles daily but 
today carries 160,000. Gridlock is 
estimated to cost the region nearly 
$750 million annually in lost time 
and fuel, and cost each resident of 
the region $855 each year in lost 
wages and fuel. 

The current project schedule 
calls for construction to begin in 
2015. Delaying that by just two 
years could add $300 million to 
the $2.5 billion price tag. 

Given the high costs - finan¬ 
cial and otherwise - of doing 
nothing, a buck or two a day 
seems like a small price to pay to 
have a safe new bridge across the 
Ohio River. 


"The main objective of the 
state health improvement plan is 
to address these negative health 
indicators by developing a road¬ 
map to transform Kentucky 
from a state that consistently 
reports poor health status to one 
that supports dynamic initiatives 
to help Kentuckian’s lead health¬ 
ier lives," said Dr. Mayfield.

History of Pendleton County by Emma McClanahan Thompson 


This history of Pendleton 
County was written by Emma 
McClanahan Thompson in 1934 
and was printed in several edi¬ 
tions of The Falmouth Outlook 
beginning July 5, 1988. Ms. 
McClanahan graduated from Fal¬ 
mouth High School in 1927. She 
received her B.A. and masters 
degree from the University of 
Kentucky. She was a teacher at 
Bunker Hill and Gardnersville 
School in Pendleton County and 
Pippa Passes, Ky. 

According to Mrs. Thomp¬ 
son’s sister, Allie McClanahan,the 
Bunker Hill School was a one- 
room school. After riding a Grey¬ 
hound bus to school, Mrs. 
Thompson built a fire in the 
stove and pumped water from the 
well before lessons began. 

"The Tomahawk," the stu¬ 
dent newspaper from San 
Andreas, describes Mrs. Thomp¬ 
son this way, "She gives the 
appearance of a mean bear, at the 
first glance, but by the time you 
are half way through your Frosh 
year in her English class, you 
can’t help but love her She is the 
stern, yet lovable type of teacher, 
who has a lot on the ball. She 
knows her stuff, too. She will 
remain in the hearts of all who 
have had her as a teacher for 
many, many years. To many she is 
like a "school mom," and she 
very affectionately calls her stu¬ 
dents "her little brats!" 

She married Frank Thompson 
of Texas in 1943, then moved to 
Idria, California where she was an 
office manager and bookkeeper 
of a silver mining company. 
When that went out of business 
they moved to Altaville, Califor¬ 
nia. There she worked in assayer's 
office for a time, then an assistant 
county clerk for Calaveras Coun¬ 
ty- 

Mrs. Thompson then taught 
English at Calaveras County 
High School, San Andreas, Cali¬ 
fornia for approximately 20 years. 
She retired in 1973. Mrs. Thomp¬ 
son lived in Calaveras for 30 
years. 

History of Pendleton County 
Population 

Pendleton County, Kentucky, 
was formed by an act of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly in Kentucky in 
1798 from Bracken and Camp¬ 
bell Counties, being the twenty 
eighth in order of formation; but 
was not organized until 1800. It 
was named after Edmund Pendle¬ 
ton, the distinguished orator, 
jurist and statesman of Virginia. 
It is situated in the northern part 
of the state with the northeastern 


angle touching the Ohio River. In 
1820 one half of the original ter¬ 
ritory was cut off to form Grant 
County. At present the county is 
nearly square in shape and con¬ 
tains about three hundred square 
miles, or within a fraction of two 
hundred thousand aces of land. It 
is well watered and drained by the 
Licking and South Licking rivers, 
which, entering the county from 
the southwest and the south, 
come together at the county seat, 
Falmouth, near the northern 
boundary into the Ohio River. 
These two streams have numer¬ 
ous tributaries. 

About 1776 the first perma¬ 
nent settlements were made in 
the district now included in 
Pendleton County. The settlers 
were from Virginia, Pennsylvania 
and neighboring colonial divi¬ 
sions of the east. Old settlers on 
the South Fork of the Licking 
River and on Grassy Creek claim 
the right of priority of location. It 
is generally understood that 
about 1776 many of the settlers 
who remained in the county, 
became actual residents of either 
the South Licking or Grassy 
Creek sections. 

Many of these early settlers 
had land grants, presented them 
in recognition of their services 
during the Revolutionary War. 
Descendants of the pioneer stock 
can still be found in all sections of 
the county who have continued 
through the years the cultivation 
of the land their ancestors first 
claimed and settled. 

There has been a gradual 
increase in populations until 
around 1900. The fertility of the 
soil and the central location of 
the county attracted immigrants 
from other states until the year 
1860 there was a total population 
of 10,443 of which 466 were 
negroes. In 1870 the population 
had increased to 14,030 with 641 
negroes. In 1880 the census 
showed the greatest number since 
the settlement of the county 
16,702. The next decade shows a 
slight decrease, 16,346 with an 
even greater decrease in 1900, the 
population being only 14,947. 
From this time on the decrease 
has been marked: 1910-11,985; 
1920-11,719; 1930-10,876. The 

total native population of whites 
of foreign or mixed parentage in 
1930 was 497 of which 273 were 
Germans and with representa¬ 
tives from England, France, Can¬ 
ada, Scotland, Hungary, Austria, 
Italy, Russia, Wales, Switzerland, 
Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Free States. The population has 


decreased so rapidly that in 1930 
there are only 443 more people 
than in 1860. For Pendleton 
County the percent of increase 
from 1920 to 1930 has been a 
negative 7.2. 

There are several causes for 
this rapid decline in population: 
Notable among these are the 
decrease of the birth rate and the 
emigration of the young people 
to more industrialized centers, 
where rewards are higher and 
more easily obtained for their 
labor than on the farms. At one 
time the infertility of the soil was 
a factor toward the decrease in 
population but in recent years 
this has been overcome by better 
methods of farming. 

This emigration has caused a 
decrease in the production of 
farm products. It has affected the 
industries in the towns in that the 
younger element with its vital 
interest in new methods and new 
ideas has been drained away, leav¬ 
ing the older and more settled 
people at the helm of affairs. 

Monument and Famous Men 

Very little of historical note 
ever happened in the county. Fal¬ 
mouth, the county seat, is situat¬ 
ed on or near the ruins of an 
ancient fortification, evidently 
built by a prehistoric race, who 
occupied the country before the 
Indians. This fortification is yet 
visible, situated on an elevated 
and commanding ground nearly 
mdiway between the two streams 
of the Licking and the South 
Licking rivers. It commands the 
junction and some distance up 
both streams. There are other 
prehistoric ruins in the county 
especially in the Grassy Creek 
Section. 

Daniel Boone at one time 
owned a track of land consisting 


of seven hundred acres on the 
north fork of the Licking. This is 
not generally known but is 
recor ded in the Deed Book of the 
county. 



most importance was the march 
of Col. Byrd and his hostile army 
of six hundred British and Sav¬ 
ages in 1779. They ascended the 
Licking River to the junction of 
the Main and South Fork where 
Falmouth now stands. There they 
landed a cannon and concentrate 
his army before going on to cap¬ 
ture Ruddle’s and Martin's Sta¬ 
tions in Bourbon County. 
Returning by the same route 
Byrd and his motley army took 
the water at Falmouth and, pro¬ 
ceeding down the Licking to the 
Ohio; made their way to Canada. 
This route is indicated on Filson's 
map and is known as Byrd's War 
Road. 

Another man of importance 
who entered the county around 
this time was General George 
Rogers Clark who in 1872 on his 
third encampment from Bryant's 
Station located his troops in the 
Main Forks of the Licking on a 
branch running into the South 
Fork known by the name of 
Burn's Branch. There were three 
men in the county who were with 
General Clark and located the 
spot for historical purposes. 

There is an island in the Main 
Licking, known as Austin's 
Island, which the Indians, who 
came from Ohio and surround¬ 
ing territory held as a rendezvous 
before marching on to enter into 
the Battle of Blue Licks. Not only 
was this island used as a rendez¬ 
vous for this particular battle but 
was always a meeting place for 
any battle in which the Indians 
engaged.

All of this happened before 
the Civil War but are really the 
only things of historical note in 
the county. 

In front of one of the business 
places in Falmouth is placed a 
stone which was used at Tail 
Point near Catawba sometime 
before 1890. A1 Berry, a candi¬ 
date for Congress, promised the 
people of Pendleton County that 
he would make the river naviga¬ 
ble by a system of locks and 
dams, but, after he became a 
member of Congress, he let the 
matter drop. It was from the one 
and only dam that was built that 
this tone was taken. 


There is no memorial to the 
boys who gave their lives in the 
World War with the exception of 
two trees which were planted in 
the courtyard in Falmouth in 
honor of two boys who died, one 
to Walter Browning, who died in 
the Battle of Chateau Thierry and 
the other in honor of Earl Elliott. 
The latter tree has since died. 

The people of Pendleton have 
never been vitally interested in 
erecting monuments or memori¬ 
als, probably because there has 
never been a guiding hand to 
direct their thoughts along this 
line.

Beneficial snakes 

Many people fear snakes, but 
despite the fright they can cause, 
the majority of snakes are benefi¬ 
cial. Of the 33 varieties of snakes 
in Kentucky, only four are ven¬ 
omous (Northern copperhead, 
Western cottonmouth [water 
moccasin], timber rattlesnake, 
and pygmy rattlesnake). Most 
snakes you encounter around 
your home are harmless. If you 
are scared of them, try to remem¬ 
ber that they are useful—they 
keep the rodent population in 
check by eating mice, rats, chip¬ 
munks and even toads, insects 
and other pests. 

Summer months increase the 
possibility for an encounter with 
a snake, as snakes leave dormancy 
in the spring to mate. And 
because people go outside more 
often in the warm months to 
enjoy leisure and sporting activi¬ 
ties, surprise encounters can hap¬ 
pen. When threatened, a snake 
may coil up and hiss, but gener¬ 
ally, its reaction will be to get 
away from you. 

Snakes like damp, dark, cool 
places where food (usually mice) 
is accessible. They also will be 
drawn to areas that provide shel¬ 
ter and shade from the summer 
sun. The best way to get rid of 


snakes is to modify the habitat 
that is attracting them. Some rec¬ 
ommendations include: 

• Stack firewood 12 inches 
above the ground on a pallet 

• Remove lumber or junk piles 
where snakes could hide 

• Trim bushes and shrubs that 
grow against a foundation 

• Keep all lots, fields, and lawns 
mowed and well kept 

• Remove debris and trash from 
pond and stream banks 

• De-clutter basements and 
attics, especially where rodents 
can be found 

• Keep feed for livestock in cov¬ 
ered metal containers to discour¬ 
age rodents 

• Remove pet food after feeding 

• Use covered metal cans for 
trash 

• You can use glueboards to 
remove snakes. For longer snakes, 
you may need to nail several glue- 
boards in succession to a piece of 
plywood. But remember that the 
best option for snake removal is 
to modify the environment so the 
snakes are not attracted to the 
area.

Give infants and toddlers a 
good start 

Recent findings indicate that 
even infants and toddlers are now 
at risk for becoming obese. Cur¬ 
rent national figures for infants 
and toddlers show that one in 10 
is overweight, and more than 20 
percent of children between the 
ages 2 and 5 are already over¬ 
weight or obese. 

Early obesity can lead to adult 
overweight or obesity and the 
chronic diseases that stem from 
weight management issues. 
Reversing this alarming trend is 
critical for parents or care-givers 
to ensure health for children as 
they grow up. Recommendations 
include the following: 

• Be a role model by eating and 
enjoying healthful foods 

• Offer nutrient-dense foods 

• Limit or avoid sugary drinks, 
including soda and juice 

• Reduce fast food meals; 
choose healthy options instead 

• Provide milk and water with 
meals and/or in between 

• Eat home-cooked meals so 
that calories and ingredients are 
better controlled 

• Serve healthful snacks such as 
fruits, raw vegetables and nuts 

• Allow occasional treats 

• Serve small portions; learn the 


serving size of different foods 
• Follow a schedule for meals 

Active play, at any age, along 
with diet, is important to well¬ 
being and overall health. Even 
infants need time for free floor 
play with appropriate supervision 
to stimulate their movements, 
develop coordination and 
strengthen muscles. Every day, 
caregivers should encourage tod¬ 
dlers to be active so they develop 
good habits of playing and exer¬ 
cising that will carry over as they 
grow older. Children also must 
get enough sleep; lack of sleep is 
a risk factor for obesity. Caregiv¬ 
ers and parents should limit 
screen time and instead encour¬ 
age activity. 

And caregivers should remem¬ 
ber that diets are not the answer, 
particularly for children. Instead, 
help children establish healthy 
eating habits and an active life¬ 
style from the start.

James Comer today officially 
unveiled “Udderly Kentucky” 
milk, a new Kentucky Proud 
brand launched today in 32

south-central Kentucky. 
“Udderly Kentucky” milk is 
100% sourced from Kentucky 
dairy farms and 100% pro¬ 
cessed in Kentucky. In addi¬ 
tion, a 7-cent-per-gallon pre¬ 
mium will be returned directly 
to every participating Ken¬ 
tucky dairy farmer. 

“Udderly Kentucky” milk is 
trademarked by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture and 
processed by Prairie Farms 
Dairy in Somerset, Kentucky. 
This facility processes milk 
from 105 Kentucky dairy 
farmers in the region. Prairie 
Farms is offering “Udderly 
Kentucky” milk in whole, 2%, 
1%, and skim varieties in gal¬ 
lon sizes. 

“This initiative has the 
potential for more direct farm 
impact than any program in 
Kentucky Proud history,” 
Comer said. “A lot of people 
don’t know that milk that is 
processed in Kentucky may 


still be milk that is shipped in 
from surrounding states. I 
want to encourage all Kentuck¬ 
ians to seek out the ‘Udderly 
Kentucky’ label and buy a 
product that puts money 
directly in the hands of our 
own dairy farmers.” 

“When Commissioner 
Comer and his staff suggested 
this partnership with Walmart, 
we knew it was right for these 
farm families and for the Ken¬ 
tucky community that we 
serve,” said Tino Soto, a mar¬ 
ket manager who has served as 
regional buyer for Walmart. 
“Our company has exactly the 
same mission as your Commis¬ 
sioner: Increase farm impact 
and net farm income on our 
shelves. ‘Udderly Kentucky’ is 
one more addition to our line 
of Kentucky Proud products 
that range from Purnell’s 
breakfast sausage and Wind- 
Stone Farms jam to Weisen- 
berger Mill flour mixes, central 
Kentucky produce, and much 
more.” 

“Prairie Farms is a process¬ 
ing facility owned by farmers, 
so this is a natural fit for us,”

Three participating Ken¬ 


tucky dairy farm families are 
featured in initial marketing 
materials. Tony Compton of 
Fairplay in Adair County;

Cedar Dairy in Nancy pro¬ 
mote the product in advertis¬ 
ing and store materials.

The organ no longer 
worked, and so the elderly congre¬ 
gation sang the old Goudimel 
psalms unaccompanied-sad, like an 
old record that was playing on slow 
speed. The pastor stood with a 
smile pasted on his face in the 
midst of his flock, bravely pro¬ 
claiming resurrection. At home, 
though, he spent his time wonder¬ 
ing if it would help attendance if 
they moved the services to Fridays, 
before the weekends when busy 
French families found other occu¬ 
pations. And the pastor's wife spent 
her time wondering if the govern¬ 
ment allocations for a fifth child 
would buy them a new stove for the 
manse's drafty kitchen. 

"How do these French pastors 
do it?" I wondered, remembering 
the full parking lots of program¬ 
sized American parishes back 
home. "Social justice and outreach 
work are nothing without faith and 
prayer and worship," I opined. 

Where did the French Reformed 
Church go wrong, to be dying like 
this? They must be doing some¬ 
thing wrong," I muttered, more 
and more desperately. Instinctively, 
in an attempt at self-preservation, I 
turned away from this dismal and 
disintegrating world, unwilling to 
stay on board a sinking ship when 
life and hope and love beckoned in 
the sunshine outside the church 
walls.
